Duhlap, former presi- 
the closed Ayers National 
Bank, and W. G. Goebel, former 
treasurer of Illinois College ¢: 
Jacksonville, were acquitted of 
charges of larcény by bailee and 
embezzlement by a jury in the Mor- 
gan County Circuit Court today. 

The verdict was reached shortly 
after 4a.m. Judge L. E. Stone of 
Springfield convened court at once 
and read the verdict. 

Dunlap and Goebel, who was 
cashier of the bank, were charged 
with having appropriated more 
than $100,000 worth of bonds 
owned by Illinois College and using 
them as collateral for loans before 
the bank closed its doors last fall. 
Their indictment followed appear- 
ance of the notes on the Chicago 
market. 

Federal Indictments. 

Indictments by a Federal grand 
jury in Springfield were announced 
today against Dunlap and Goebel, 
and against Andrew Russel of Jack- 
sonville, Dunlap’s former partner. 

The.indictments, which had been 
suppressed since they were returned 
last week by a Federal grand jury, 
charge that the three Jacksonville 
men violated the banking laws. One 
indictment names Dunlap and Goe- 
bel. Several counts include charges 
of ‘making false entries, deceiving 
the Comptroller and national bank 
examiner and of conspiracy to de- 
ceive. 

The second indictment charges 
that Dunlap and Russel misapplied 
the bank’s funds and conspired in 
the misapplication. 

Bonds Fixed. 

Bonds were set at $10,000 for Dun- 
lap and $5000 each for Goebel and 
Russel. 

Russel, a prominent Republican, 
has held office as State Treasurer, 
State Auditor, and as a member of 
the Board of Pardons and Paroles. 

Dunlap, former treasurer of the 
Democratic National Committee, 
was Russel’s banking partner for 
many years at Jacksonville in the 
firm of Dunlap, Russel & Co. Rus, 
sel sold his interest to Dunlap sev- 
eral years ago. 

In the trial of Dunlap and Goe- 
bel, Dunlap testified that he was un- 
able to prevent Russel from over- 
drawing more than $1,000,000 from 
his account in the Ayers National. 
Russe) held the title of vice-presi- 
dent of the Ayers bank.

| had happened. after that I went 


home. About 2 o’clock Friday morn- 
ing I received a telephone call. 

“The party at the.other end said, 
‘Well, Dunn, you have carried out 
instructions pretty good so far. 
“You realize now that .what I ‘told 
you this afternoon was not a joke, 
and I-have given you a few hours 
to recover from the shock. I want 
to tell you that if the police are 
called in on this, it will be just too 
bad for Hamm and for you. You 
will hear from me about 5 o’clock 
again tonight.’ 

“So I called Charles immediately 
and gave him the information. 

“Friday morning I.got -a_ tele- 
phone call at my home that there 
would be a messenger bringing a 
note in a few minutes. That mes- 
sage, brought by a taxi driver, was 
another long-winded threat of what 
they were going to do and how 
much money we were to pay. 


“Friday night about 11:30 o'clock 
the message was left in one of the 
booths at a St. Paul pharmacy. The 
druggist called me on the phone 
and then a messenger boy delivered 
it to me. The message said that I 
did not need to think that I was so 
smart, that they had trailed the 
taxicab and contained some more 
threats. The two messages which I 
had so far received were signed by 
William Hamm Jr. 


signature of William 
Hamm Jr., but they apparently’ 
were signed without his knowledge 
of a notation which in substance 
said “It is my request that you 
comply with all of the above in- 
structions.” This notation was un- 
doubtedly added after Hamm signed 
the notes. 

“Police intercepted the message 
brought by the taxi driver in front 
of my home and that is undoubt- 
edly how the kidnapers learned the 
police were called in. 


Instructions for Payment. 

“Nothing happened until Satur- 
day afternoon, when a message was 
delivered to the brewery by L. J. 
Sullwold of the Hamm Realty Co., 
who found the message in his auto- 
mobile in the garage, after having 
received a telephone message it was 
there. That message informed me 
that I would receive a call between 
8 and 9 o’clock Saturday night and 
that I was to go out the highway 
they were to designate. I was to 
drive a car at 20 miles an hour and 
then turn off at the highway they 
also would designate. I was to go 
out in a standard Ford or a Chevro- 
let coupe, but that both side side 
doors should be off the coupe, the 
back taken off and a red lantern 
attached inside of me back part of 
the machine. 

“After dropping the ransom money 
I was to continue 20 miles. This 
message, by the way, countermand 
ed the original order in the first 
note of having a Hamm truck with 
the sides taken off. Evidently the 
instructions were changed so that 


the kidnapers could see that no one | 


was concealed in the car. - 

“Saturday evening the telephone 
cal] came. I was told to go to Sull- 
wold’s home and that there I was 
to receive my final instructions. 

“Arriving at Sullwold’s house, he 
told me he had just received a call 
that I would bethere in a few min- 
utes and that I wa sto take out on 
Highway No. 61; to drive miles 
an hour and that when I received 
five flashes of the kidnapers’ auto- 
mobile lights I was to drop thé 
money bag on the side of the high- 
way and proceed to Duluth, whe.e 
I was to go to a hotel and wait for 
Hamm, I then went to the Hamm 
garage and there met Charles, 
Tom Brown, Charles Tierney and 
Joe Manion, who also is a detec- 
tive. Joe and I again drove to a 
corner, where we met Brown and 
Tierney, who were in my coupe, 
without the doors and with the 
back taken out. 

“1 got into the car with the brief 
case they handed me by my side: 
I shook hands with all three, and 
started out on my, journey. The 
bag contained the ransom money, 
with which I had nothing to do, as 
far as the arranging was concerned. 

“After getting past the village of 
Wyoming, about 40 miles from: the 
brewery, I was very careful to con- 
tinue at a rate of 20 miles an hour. 
A big car roared past me three 
times (which I think contained two 
persons) and a smaller closed car 
with a rumble seat passed me four 
times. It was one of the cars that 
eventually gave me the five flashes 
between Rush City and Pine City, 
which was a signal to drop. the 
money bag. I dropped it. The big 
car passed me at a rate of proba- 
bly more than 80 miles an hour. 
Each time they did this they would 
turn off on a side road and then 
come up in back of me, coming as 
close as 20 feet, I would judge, of 
the rear of my car. They would 
then let me get ahead and pass me 
again at a terrific speed. 

“I continued 20 miles an hour 
until I-got to Tinckley. It was very 
cold. without the side doors. I be- 
came so cold that at Sandstone I 
stopped at an inn and bought a 
blazer coat ... from a man stand- 
ing in the inn. I also bought an 
old comforter from one man, who 
took me about six blocks off of the 
highway to his house.

Death was 
peaceful,. occurring as she was 
asleep. Age was understood to be 
| the cause. 

‘She Was Leader of World Socialist 
Movement Among Women. 

As Karl Marx is known as the 
father of Socialism, so Clara Zet- 
kin deserves’ the title of mother 
of the world’s socialist niovement 
among women. 

During her career of more than 
half a century of Socialist endeavor, 
she achieved a world-wide reputa- 
tion as a militant champion of the 
rights of proletarian women. — 

It was as @ yorng woman ‘that 
Frau Zetkin went to Paris, where 
she became interested in the activi- 
ties of international protagonists of 
Socialism. She was married to one 
of them, Ossip Zetkin, a Socialist 
writer, and through him became an 
enthusiastic adherent of' the cause. 
As such she returned to her native 
Germany shortly after the death of 
her husband in 1880. 

Frau Zetkin ¥ born at Wide- 
rau, Saxony, July 5, 1857,. After fin- 
ishing * her school . courses, she 
taught for séveral years, finally 
giving up Ghat profession to go to 
Paris.

quarter of a century. Due to: her 
leadership and efforts in behalf. of 
proletarian women, many. laws 
were enacted for their’ protection 
and social and economic improve- 
ment. It was she who organized 
the. annual congress of Socialist 
women of Germany, which has been 
held regularly since 1900. 

As an orator she had few who 
were her equal in Germany. Her 
extensive knowledge and her ability 
to convince. her hearers made her 
a power at all political gatherings. 
She had not missed a German So- 
cialist Congress since 1892, and fre- 
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claves. Throughout her career she 
belonged to thé extreme left wing. 
When the Independent Socialist 
party of Germany was organized | 
during the World War, Frau Zetkin 
was one of the. first to join that 
radical wing. After the revolution, 
she was elected to the Wurtemberg | 
Assembly on the independent ticket, 
but “after a few weeks joined the 
Communists in that legislative 


body. 

Elected to the Reichstag jn 1920, 
she was for a time thé only .Com- 
munist member as the party had

Romance of Chopin and 
George Sand Set to Com- 
poser’s Music in Park.

NOTHER large opening crowd 

saw, in Forest Park last even- 

ing, the first performance in St. 
Louis of the operetta, “White Li- 
lacs,” a charming, romantic story 
of the love of Frederic Chopin, the 
musician, for George Sand, the 
writer. The book has been set to a 
score based upon Chopin’s own mu- 
sic and the combination is such a 
happy one that the play is one of 
the loveliest and most attractive 
ever sung by the Municipal Opera 
company. Done on a high scale, 
without the injection of modern 
jazz, or the familiar slap-stick com- 
edy of most musical plays of today, 
“White Lilacs” has the added ad- 
vantages of being admirably suited 
to the great stage in the park and 
a cast which, with one exception, 
seemed to be made for the occasion. 
The debut of Miss Desiree Tabor 
in the role of Mme. George Sand 
was unfortunate. Obviously badly 
frightened by the sea of faces 
which confronted her upon her first 
entrance, Miss Tabor did not re- 
cover her composure until late in 
the evening—and even then not en- 
tirely—and her singing and speak- 
ing voice suffered greatly. Allan 
Jones, as Chopin; Leonard Ceeley 
as a tenor from the Paris Opera— 
a role which might have been 
written exactly to his 
George Hassell as Dubusson, the 
publisher of Mme. Sand’s books and 
Doris Patston as Chopin's truest 
sweetheart, were excellent. It was 
indeed, Miss Patston’s most ambi- 
tious role during her several seasons 
in Forest Park. Cast usually in what

Among 
the others who scored well were 
Charles Lawrence, as the composer 
Meyerbeer, and Rosemary Deering 
in two very charming ballet num- 
bers, for, as remarked before, the 
entire cast was almost perfectly se- 
lected.

One of the “Lost Generation” of 
the war, perhaps, but one who has 
gone on beyond them, and not been 
drawn down into that hopeless 
whirlpool into which smart people 
are often drawn, the one Nicky in 
“The Vortex” sees when he cries 
“How can we help ourselves? We 
swirl about in a vortex of beast- 
liness .. .” 

Coward, at 33, has already writ- 
ten more brilliantly successful plays 
than any playwright of his genera- 
tion. He has a versatility that could 
come only from natural genius de- 
veloped by 23 years of knocking 
about in the theater (he went on 
the stage at 10, has been on it ever 
since), With equally marked suc- 
cess, he writes plays, acts in them, 
directs them, sings, dances, writes 
music, directs orchestras. 


Most of his plays are bitter, plays 
portraying a set of loose, hard- 
drinking, calculatingly rude, cruelly 
selfish . Post-War young people. 
They are without anchors in con- 
ventional morality, and are best 
described, perhaps, by Nicky, again, 
when he says to his fiancee: “To 
describe you as hard would be in- 
adequate—you're metallic!” 

So when one seeks out Noel Cow- 
ard in his dressing room before a 
performance of “Design for Liv- 
ing,” his latest play, one expects to 
find a jaded, cynical, anemic, neu- 
rotic, and possibly very affected 
young esthete. But one doesn't find 
that at all. 

One finds a slender, alert young 
man in a néat blue serge suit, his 
throat closely wrapped in s silk 
scarf. One sees a face by no means 
handsome, but somehow attractive. 
A rather angular and scarred face, 
but a far more attractive-appearing 
man in street dress than one would 
expect from seeing the actor in 
make-up on the stage, reversing the 
usual rule. 

There is a cordial manner of com- 
plete ease, a ready smile, and deeply 
humorous eyes; eyes of a genuine 
humorousness.

“But you .wouldn’t catch me 
jumping out of a 20-story window 
because I was down to my last 
million. It makes me frightfully 
sick to see and hear overstuffed 
ladies just round-shouldered from 
carrying jewels and furs, moaning 
about the depression and the losses 
they’ve suffered. 

“Everybody wants

Although the instrument since 
the invention of the radio tube has 
undergone many modifications, es- 
sentially it consists of a receiving 
mechanism which takes the elec- 
tricity from the human body and 
records it upon a strip of paper. 

Thif# record can be read by those 
who are adequately trained, ,and 
from it many phases of the heart’s 
function can be determined. 

The heart is a hollow muscle. As 
it contracts and expands it is re- 
sponsible for a series of rapid elec- 
trical changes. 

Two wires running to the electro- 
cardiograph are applied to various 
parts of the body, usually the hand 
and foot. 

In this procedure the tissues of 
the body behave as a conductor 
from the heart to the wires. 

The electro- cardiagram produced 
by the electro-cardiograph is there- 
fore an indirect record of what is 


property of tissues, upon which is 
based the large field of electro-di- 
agnosis and electro-therapeutics. 

The popular story is that he ob- 
served the phenomenon in a dish of 
frog legs being prepared for cook- 
ing, detecting animated muscular 
movements when they were touched 
by metal. 

An electric stimulus applied to 
living or freshly prepared muscle 
tissue will cause the muscle to con- 
tract.
